John C. Reed, of Georgetown, Says His 
Life Was Threatened—Case

Martin W. Elliott was arraigned be­

AN ISTHMIAN CANAL. 
It is reported that Sir Julian Paunce* 
fote will take with him to England a 
rough draft of a treaty prepared 
by 
Secretary Hay and approved by a ma­ 
jority of the United States senators, 
'this treaty, which it is hoped Eng­ 
land will ratify, is something of a com­ 
promise on each side. It abrogates the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and ensures the 
absolute neutrality of any canal which 
th* United States may build across 
the isthm us of Panama. ’Shore is a 
strong feeling in many quarters that 
the ship canal, when built, shall be 
fortified and that the United States 
shall have absolute authority to keep 
it open or closed* in tim e of war. But 
it will be as much an international 
waterway as the Suez canal, which, 
although owned and controlled by the 
British government, is open to the 
Bhips of all nations. 
As to fortifica­ 
tion, Admiral Dewey and other naval 
experts say it would be a needless ex­ 
pense. 
The best defense the canal 
could have would be an efficient and 
rn 
well directed navy, and a few 
war 
vessels 
near 
the canal 
entrances 
would be far more effective in keep­ 
ing enemy’s ships away 
than 
any 
am ount of land fortifications. The ar­ 
gument is a most forcible one. 
NThe canal question is likely to be 
one of the most im portant that will 
come before congress at the next ses­ 
sion. It should be settled and not dal­ 
lied with, th at the great work may 
be begun as soon as possible. There 
is no reason for delay. Commissions 
have made their reports and congress 
is in possession of as full information 
as it is likely to get as regards routes 
and probable cost. The nation is pros­ 
perous and can well afford appropria­ 
tions for a work which, when 
com­ 
pleted, will be of incalculable benefit 
to the commerce of the United States 
and that of the whole world. Presi­ 
dent McKinley is reported desirous of 
seeing the canal begun during his 
term of office. 
It will be one of the 
great achievements of the tw entieth 
century, and tho present capable and 
conservative adm inistration is just the 
one to see It started and started 
rightly. 
With new possessions both in the 
eastern and western hemisphere the 
necessity for a canal becomes more 
apparent every day. The great work 
will be costly, but it will pay for it­ 
self in a few years. 
All intelligent, 
far-seeing men in the country are as 
cager as President McKinley to have 
the preliminaries settled and the con­ 
struction of the great waterway be­ 
gun. The isthmian ship canal has 
been talked of for a hundred years; 
the nation is now big and rich enough 
to take the subject in hand, 
cease 
talking about it and go to work. 


FIGHTING FOR DEAD LAWS. 
Pennsylvania has some laws on its 
statute books that were made just 
after the Revolutionary war and have 
never been changed or amended. They 
relate to the observance of Sunday 
and forbid unnecessary labor on that 
day.

It is reported th at Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote will take with him to England a 
rough d raft of a treaty prepared 
by 
Secretary Hay and approved by a m a­ 
jority of the United S tates senators, 
'th is treaty, which it is hoped Eng­ 
land will ratify, is som ething of a com­ 
prom ise on each side. It abrogates the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and ensures the 
absolute neutrality of any canal which 
t he United S tates m ay build across 
the isthm us of Panam a. There is a 
strong feeling in m any quarters that 
the ship canal, when built, shall be 
fortified and th a t the United States 
shall have absolute authority to keep 
it open or closed in tim e of war. But

A N IS T H M I A N C A N A L . 
It is reported that Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote will take with him to England a 
rough draft of a treaty prepared 
by 
Secretary Hay and approved by a m a­ 
jority of the United States senators. 
This treaty, which it is hoped Eng­ 
land will ratify, is something of a com­ 
promise on each side. It abrogates che 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and ensures the 
absolute neutrality of any canal which 
the United States may build across 
the isthm us of Panama. 'Khere is a 
strong feeling in many quarters that 
the ship canal, when built, shall be 
fortified and that the United States 
shall have absolute authority to keep 
it open or closed in time of war. But 
it will be as much an international 
waterway as the Suez canal, which, 
although owned and controled by the 
British government, is open 
to the 
ships of all nations. 
As to fortifica­ 
tion, Admiral Dewey and other naval 
experts say it would be a needless ex­ 
pense. 
The 
best defense the canal 
could have would be nn efficient and 
well directed navy, and a few 
war 
vessels 
near 
the canal 
'ntrances 
would be far more effective in keep­ 
ing enemy’s ships away 
than 
any 
amount of land fortifications 
The a r­ 
gument is a m ost forcible one. 
^ T h e canal question is likely to he 
one of the most im portant that will 
come before congress at the next ses­ 
sion. It should be settled and not dal­ 
lied with, th at the great work may 
be begun as soon as possible. There 
is no reason fo>* delay. Commissions 
have made their reports and congress 
is In possession of as full information 
as it is likely to get as regards routes 
and probable cost.
